marines will be tried in the British courts for murder on the 
high seas—in effect) for piracy—was indicated in a statement 
issued yesterday by the Admiralty. 


"Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, retired, and other promi- 


nent Britons have demanded that such prisoners be treated as 
pirates, and the Admiralty's announcement is evidently made 
in view of these demands. 


It is not justified, the Admiralty announces, in extending 


honors to the crews of German submarines, owing to their 
methods, and that it is intended to segregate them under spe- 
cial restrictions pending-their possible conviction1 when peace 
is restored. 


This ruling applies to the twenty-nine officers and men of 


the German submarine U-8, which was sunk recently off 
Dover, the Admiralty states.

Regulation Overdone. 


"William Sproule,,president of the Pacific system of the 


Southern Pacific railroad,, was in a somewhat rebellious mood 
when he delivered an address in,GliicagQ;tlie otheiv.day before 
the Tiafilc Club. . H e was ..• also rather^mpre pessimistic than 
conditions seem lo.warnuit> for-it is g'e'iienlly cdnsidered thai 
the worst of the business.depression is past and'tliiat better 
times are ahead, anct|iiot very'far ahead at that., 
. 


Mr. Sproule'made oiie goocj point wheii'he spoke-of unem- 


ployment; which'li'e.said is usually associated with people who 
work-for wages. He reminded his hearers that the first'people 
to be put out of employment by disturbed business conditions 
are the employers, and that wheirthey have to.stop or slacken 
their pace it naturallyvfollpws that their employes find them- 
selves out of work or with employment curtailed. 
This is 


something that is often overlooked, but that it is a fact is self- 
evident. 
. 


And there is reason to believe.that Mr.,Sproule was not far 


out of the way. when, he .charged/the public and ihe govern- 
ment with a large share ;bf responsibility for the unsettled 
business conditions that ;hav£ •prevailed, in this country for 
some time past. Political^parfisans attribute,the trouble to the 
tariff, and government;officials take refuge.behind the foreign 
wai. That both Ihe.tariff and the: war'ha'ye had'their effect 
isviindoubtedly true, but these combined are" not the real basis 
of the trouble, according.to this western railroad man. He 
contends that agitation and'so-called "regulation" are the 
chief causes of the unsettled condition of .business. 
He says: 


"A long period of misrepresentation,/misunderstandings and 
pettifogging has so 'misled tlje public: mind that, throughout 
the'.country, every prosperous business, indeed, every orgah- 
iza.tibn, whether prosperous or not, which is big enough to at- 
tract the'public, platform performer, finds that it exists in an 
atmosphere)of attack.'.'

'fliat this is true in the main cannot be gainsaid. 
Fortu- 


nately) 'Mr. Sproule is not alone in recognizing the fact, and 
already there is a change in.public sentiment that gives promise 
of better things. Proper regulation; of corporations will uol 
cerise, and should not, but regulation must be regulation and 
not persecution. Big business as well as small business musi 
have a fair chance. There is much to indicate that from this 
time on it will be given a sfair-chance, and the effect will soon 
be manifest in improved business conditions. 


New Yoik's alien labor laV is making trouble in the metrop- 


olis, where large public works are under way. It is found that 
if men who are not citizens cannot be employed-the .enterprises 
will be seriously retarded and the unemployment situation will 
be aggravated. There is consequently a call for the repeal of 
the law, in which the Merchants' Association of the city joins. 
The law is a sample of the hasty and class legislation of which 
there is too much in this country. 


In one eastern city where Ihere has been a great hue-and-cry 


' over unemployment the board of trade reports that many of 


the large manufacturing concerns are not only finding business 
very good, but some are having difficulty in keeping up-wilh 
their orders. 
It looks very much as if the sun would shine 


again and that all who really want work will.be able to get if. 
But some men will always be out of work, no matter what the 
conditions are. 
.. 


Some are claiming that business men instead of soldiers are 


responsible for such successes as Germany has won. If it be 
true that success in war depends upon business men this coun- 
try should worry no longer about its unpreparedness. It has 
business men, lots of them, and the best in the world.
